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The apparatus has the ordinary shape of a stopper surmounted by a wooden 
disc of approximately 4 millimetres thickness and 3 centimetres in diameter as 
on the drawing attached. 

A helical spring whose whorls touch when it is in its natural position, is fixed by 
its higher end to the disc. At the lower end is fixed a right stem disposed 
vertically and which goes from the middle Of the lower base of the cylinder that 
forms the spring to the middle of the higher base and there passes through an 
opening practised in the middle of the disc and ends a little higher. This stem is 
finished by a small button. 

The spring is covered with a rubber envelope (elastic and impermeable) which 
has the shape of a sachet whose base covers the lower base of the cylinder 
which forms the resort. 

For its part the higher envelope covers the wooden disc On its thickness. A metal 
plate covers the disc and folds back on its lower part in coincaut the end of the 
rubber envelope against the disc. 

To put the stopper in the neck of the bottle it is necessary to hold the disc with 
the thumb and middle finger Of the hand and to support on the button, of the stem 
with the index finger. The spring lengthens and narrows as well as the envelope. 
It is then possible to introduce the stopper into the neck. One releases all and 
the spring tends to regain its natural shape while forcing against the interior walls 
of the neck and the bottle is hermetically closed. One withdraws the stopper by 
the same operation as for the introduction. 



Claim: 

The apparatus is composed of a helical spring fixed to a disc and covered by a 
rubber envelope and mQ by means of a vertical stem which one pushes and 
which is fixed at the lower part of the spring. 
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
